NOW WHAT IN KOREA? 

Basic to the entire dilemma confronting 
the United States and theJL N, In the lar 
east Is how to conclude the War In Korea. As 
that conflict la now being conducted, no one 
■ can see any end to It. Soldier* Jn the field and 
" people at home wonder whore wa are heading 
and how long the fighting will last. 

The puzzle la not solved by the ouster of 
General MacArthur— It is only highlighted. 
In fact, hia succcfisor. General Hldgway, de- 
clared just a short ttme-ago— "I see no end 
to the military operations unless there Is a 
political aettlement." AJl thla concern ls per- 
tectiy natural. 

We know we and other U. N. countries are 

don't know how much of Korea we are sup- 
posed to sweep clear of the aggressor. 

From the fact our troops axe shoving the 
communlstiLiiQcthvaid^abovQ the-SBth^aral' 
— -leli it'a evident our top diplomats and.miHtary 
men don't consider that line a final stopping 
point. But if'j Just'fls plain that with Oenerat 
Rldgway's present force he can't hope to 
thrust the Chinese and North Korean reds 
out of ail Korea. 

A fresh look at the map shows why. Above 
Pyongyang, the red capital, the peninsula 
constricts to a narrow waist about 100 miles 
across, which Is probably defensible against 
lieMyjjddajBlULtheJorcc-we-have^utjJOEtb- 



ol there Korea fans out broadly^ilkp the 
upper hftlf _of an hour glass. T he b order 
touching MancliuTia and Siberia is 600 miles 
long. 

Obviously It Is much harder to protect that 
border than to secure the Korean waist 
against new red thrusts. Especially since a 
defending army could not get at enemy bases 
enjoying sanctuary behind the Yalu river, 

Furthcnrore, while red bases thus have a 
certain Immunity, the reverse la true of u. N. 
forces. As last fall's headlong retreat showed, 
an army stretching Its supply lines from 
southern Pusan clear to the Yalu Is extremely 
vulnerable to enemy assault. 

These are the basic difficulties which limit 
the action of U. N. troops in Korea. Those 
forces cannot be eitpected to do a lob that Is 
jnaant for s blgger'annyJ And they cannot 
be expected to safeguard extended supply 
lines when they're barred from attacking the 
enemy's privileged bases. 

Here we run smack Into the riddle American 
and other cr. N. leaders are puzzling over. 
They believe that to bomb Manchurian bases 
or invade the Chinese mainland rnight well 
unleash general war In the Orient, with Rus- 
sia fully Involved. This they don't want be- 
cause they fear It would leave Europe weaken- 
ed and exposed, and they regard Europe as 
the greater prize, to be held above all. 

This Is the real heart of the matter. The 
TJ. B. and other U. N. countries are trying to 
fight a war In Korea that will liberate the 
penlnaulst and yet fall short of precipitating 
general war. ^at Is no mean trick. It Lsnt 
a bit surprising that leaders hesitate over 
just how far they can go. 

Yet some kind ot decision must be reached 
befora long^-Bombiag-Manchurta-and Invad-^ 
Ing China proper are out so long as top of- 
ficials believe It means' a larger war. But 
aboald m or .our allies or both send more 
troops to Kores? 

To an outsider far from the front, .such a 
decision looks like the first order of business. 
If the aniwer is a final, flat "no" on more 
soldiers, then it will be apparent to us and to 
_- aU that we have no Intention of freeing the 
-■TSntlpe^-peninauIai-jiThBrProfpectfl tben^would 
be either the ebb and flow, of tiontlnuouT 
campaigning over perhaps years, or some 
kind of stalemate somewhere between the 
38th 'parallel and the Korean waist. 

Only a Chinese collapse, or wlthdrawfll-.ot- 
Russian aid to the aggressor could alter this 
outlook. 

Which course Is It to be? Delay In decld- 
-ing Is no encouragement to the'sound con- 
duct of this war either on the diplomatic 
front or In the Held.

States soldiers get coftee on an aver- 
age of IB meals out of each week's 21. 

According to data complied by the 
quartermaster general, the army'.i 
mtniis now Include coffee at seven 
breakfasts, six lunches and alx sup- 
pers weekly. 

The heavy emphuls on coffee as 
the warm beverage to be ien*ed. at 
the great majority of meals was not 
arbitrary selection. Before the menus 
were selected, the anny conducted 
'acceptability tests" to determine 
preferences. In the ease of w. 
beverages, several popular types % 
mads available at hundreds 
breakfasts: luhches and suppers, 
Burvey teams observed how often 
each was selected, BUnllar tests were 
conducted simultaneously tor cold 
beverages and for food Items. 

As a result. In the warm beverage 
Held, the army now issues the toi- 
. lowing quantities per man each year:
